Approximately 
one-tenth of the flowing waters of the 
earth meander between its. forest-clad 
banks, and two thousand miles from its 
mouth the Amazon is still deep enough 
to ‘permit ocean-going steamers. Its 
gigantic basin is in area almost the size 
of Europe, and here are the most. exter 
sive forests, or selvas, in the world. No 
méntion can be made of the Amazon 
without reference to Colonel Fawcett, 
whose mysterious disappearance and the 
unsuccessful searches made for him are 
described. | 

Explorations of the wastes of Asia and 
the forbidden land of Tibet make interest. 
ing reading, as do the accounts of expedi- 
tions to Mount Everest and other 
Himalayan peaks. In this formidab'e 
mountain range—the roof of the world— 
Mr. Key reminds his readers that there 
are over seventy peaks, each exceeding 
25,000 feet in height; yet it was not until 
1931 that the first of these, Mount Kamet 
(25,447 feet), was conquered. | 

As would be expected, Mr. Key has 
much information to present about the 
different expeditions to the Arctic and 
Antarctic, and describes Professor David’s 
discovery of the Magnetic Pole and the 
final conquest of the South Pole and the 
tragic end of Scott's expedition. Green- 
land, where the younger generation of 
Arctic explorers, led by Watkins, whose 
untimely death five years ago came as a 
shock to the civilised world, has not been 
overlooked; nor have Captain Rawling’s 
exploits in New Guinea and a number of 
lesser known and more recent explora- 
tions, such as that of the Gilf Kebir, in 
the Sahara. .

that average consumption in most 
countries of Western civilisation has, on 
the whole, beén tending in the direction 
of improved nutrition. The second chapter 
discusses the problem of the adaptation 
of agriculture to the desired changes in 
consumption.

Food Prices 


_Chapter UL is coneerned with the rela- 
tion of food prices to consumption, and 
shows that the demand for most foodstuffs 
—particularly for the protective foods—is 


‘considerably sensitive to price changes. 


The effects of price movemenis on the 
mutual substitution of various foodstuffs, 
the significance of seasonal price move. 
ments, and the differences in elasticity 
of demand in various income groups are 
also discussed. The following chapter 
considers the main determinants of food 
prices on the supply. side—technique and 
costs of production, commercial policy, 
marketing organisation and distribution 
costs. Particular reference is also made 
to the contribution of the co-operative 
movement in reducing retail food prices. 
The fifth and sixth chapters of Part IIT. 
are devoted to the réles of income and of 
nutritional education in influencing cona 
sumption habits. The improvements in 
diet which accompany increased income are 
demonstrated from the results of family 
budget. studies In. various countries. A 
comparison between the existing distribu- 
tion of incomes and the costs of minimum 
nutritionally adequate diets shows that 
malnutrition of important sections of the 
population, and particularly of families 
with many young children, even in such 
relatively prosperons countries as the 
United States and the United Kingdom, 
ean be directly traced to the effects of 
poverty. 

The Committee realises that the raising 
of the income level in the different 
countries is essentially a national problem 
of a long-range character. But it draws 
attention to the possibility of improve- 
ments in social services, which may in 
part remedy malnutrition due to poverty, 
such as family allowances, the provision 
of school meals, of milk for expectant and 
nursing mothers, etc. Much ean also be 
done on the side of education to improve 
nutrition, and, in this connection, atten- 
tion. is drawn to the considerable varia- 
tions in the quality of diet ebtained bv 
families spending at the same levels 
(relative to the size of the family). A’ 
summary is given of the various techniques 
of nutritional education which have been 
applied in different countries, and in 
some cases an indication of the effects 
achieved. 

The report concludes with a-~collection 
of evidence relating to the present state 
of nutrition in various parts of the world, 
demonstrating that. in spite of the con- 
siderable progress that has taken place im 
recent decades, the problem is still an 
urgent one, “The malnutrition which 
exists in all countries is at once a 
challenge to men’s consciences and’ an 
opportunity to eradicate a social evil by 
methods which will increase economic 
prosperity.”’

HE French Government is much 

gratified at the decision of the British 
Government to accept its plan for a con. 
ference of the Mediterranean Towers and 
will propose that the invitations for this 
gathering shall be sent out by the Leavue 
of Nations as soon as possible. There js 
an expectation that Italy may be invited 
to send a representative, and it is thoucht 
accept, even thouch 
Signor Mussolini 1* averse to anything 
associated with the League. The situation 


is so extraordinary, however, that Italy 


can scarcely avoid representation since she 
claims a great place in the Mediterranean 
and must frown on the piracy that is now 
taking place there. It is uncertain 
whether the Soviet Government will be 
invited to take part in the discussions, but 
it. is thought by diplomatists here that it 
will not, as Russia can scarcely be revarded 
as a Mediterranean Power, even thouch 
her shipping has suffered greatly from the 
submarine pirate. The British Govern. 
ment intends to put forward some itipor- 
tant proposals when the conference nicets. 


General Franco Ignored 


It is a little significant that, while it is 
suggested that the Powers invited to he 
present at the conference shall include 
Turkey, Italy, Egypt, Greece, Jugo-Slavia 
and Spain, in addition to France and 
Great Britain, General Franco is to be 
ignored. There are those who maintain 
that the mysterious submarines are work- 
ing for the National Party in Spain, 


though without the authority of its leaders. 


The French Government attaches very 
great importance to the conference and 
continues to press its view upon the 
Governments it thinks should be interested, 
In Paris certain ideas are strongly held, 
and a newspaper there to-day states that 
if Italy refuses the invitation the con- 
ference will meet mone the less, and con- 
tinues: ‘‘ Certain measures might be taken 
into consideration by the Mediterranean 
Powers against Italy in case the unfor- 
tunate incidents affecting the liberty of 
some of them should be renewed.”’ 


British Reinforcements 


The Admiralty has decided that the re 
‘nforcements in the Mediterranean shall 


consist. exclusively of light surface vessels 


such as destroyer leaders and destroyers. 
The number will not exceed nine, and this 
will bring the total anti-submarine fleet in 
the Western Mediterranean up to twenty 
vessels. Needless to say, should there be 
an increase in the submarine attacks more 
ships will be despatched, as it is the in- 
tention of the Government to deal sternly 
with what is regarded as a very serious 
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menace to British shipping. It is not 
improbable that assistance will be offered 
by France in this connection by the send- 
ing out of destroyers on observation work.

NV R. C. M. G. OGILVIE, Secre- 
tary to the Defence Depart- 


ment of the Government of India, 


replying in the Legislative Assembly 
to-day to a resolution dealing with 
army expenditure, said: ““ We can- 
not for one moment face the slightest 
reduction in the number of British 
troops at present stationed in India.” 

The resolution, which was passed by 
seventy votes to fifty-one, read:—‘‘ The 
Assembly recommends the Governor- 
General in Council immediately to take 
steps to effect all possible economies in 
central expenditure, particularly Army 
expenditure, with a view_to“making ample 
contribution to Proyntial Governments 
according to their needs, in order to enable 
them to undertake and’accelerate the pace 
of nation-building activities.” 

Mr. Ogilvie said:—‘* The resolution con- 
fuses the subject of. defence and defence 
expenditure with other issues. I intend, 
however, to describe briefly what has been 
accomplished in the way of reduction of 
expenditure. i 


ENORMOUS REDUCTION 

“ Enormous reductions have been made. 
The 1921 Budget amounted to 68 crores of 
rupees (£51,000,000). After that the Inch- 
cape Committee was brought in. As a 
result of the Committee’s recommenda- 

ns expenditure dropped to 55 crores 
(£41,250,000). 
Then during the great 1930-31 depres- 
sion expenditure was reduced by another 
103 crores (£7,850,000). It must be 
remembered that during this period there 
were no imminent pressing dangers of war, 
the assumption being that the League and 
disarmament would prevail, Otherwise the 
reductions could not have been carried out, 
and they were rendered partly possible by 
the great fall in the prices of foodstuffs. 

‘Notwithstanding the price of foodstuffs 
having risen, the Budget at present 
remains at the lowest figure since 1914. 
Furthermore, personnel has also been 
reduced, there being now 20,500 British 
troops and 28,000 Indian troops less than 
there were after the Great War. These 
reductions could not have been made 
unless the Army’s efficiency had pro- 


gressed. 


AN IMPOSSIBILITY 

‘‘ Further retrenchment is, frankly, im- 
possible, 
which dre now proposed ? 
examine them. 

‘The main proposal appears to be. the 
substitution for British troops of Indian 
troops. Britsh troops only cost 12 crores 
(£9,000,000) annually, and I will be 
straighttorward with the House and say 
that we cannot for one mioment face the 
slivhtest reduction in the number of 
british troops at present stationed 1m 
India. 

‘ihe reasons for this have been often 
given. There are old ones of internal 
security, and the tact that we find that the 
mixture of British and Indian troops gives 
us the best value for our money, and 
money is tiie unportant thing. 


MAJOR DANGERS 

“The Wodian Army is primarily 
organised tor the defence of its borders, 
which is usually described in mulitary 
parlance as a ‘minor danger.’ Major 
uadlivers are, however, poss! ble, and the 
British Army is trained and equipped for 
a major war. 

'"'ibaouiu such a calamity occur the 
British Army, British Royal Air Force, 
and British Fleet would speedily come te 
India’s aid, but. it is necessary; during 
the time that must elapse before the 
arrival of reinforcements, that there 
should be sufficient troops here to with- 
stand successfully an onsiaught. 

‘* Regarding the arguments that if the 
Fakir of Ipi (leader of the present tribai 
disturbance in Waziristan) can manu- 
facture weapons ‘of precision, why cannot 
the British Government do the same in

India, the answer is that they do, and. 


have done for so many years. Every rifle, 
machine-gun and automatic used in India 
is made in India. Big guns we do not 
use ; we cannot afford them. 


WAR MATERIALS 

“Concerning war materials, everything 
possible that India produces is bought, 
and the Indian Stores Department 
Director of Contracts makes overwhelm- 
ingly greater purchases from India than 
from England. 

‘Instead of expecting further 
reductions in military expenditure 
India may have to face an 
increase. ”’ 

Mr. Ogilvie then quoted the ap- 
proximate expenditure on armaments of 
the great world Powers. Mentioning that 
Great Britain was spending this year 5356 
crores (£252,000,000), while India was 
spending roughly 45 crores: (£335,750,000), 
he asked: “Is this a large sum to pay 
for averting possible disaster to a country 
exceeding 350,000,000 inhabitants ?’’ 

‘‘ Defence expenditure in England,” he 
continued, “ is about 81 rupees (£6) per 
head, while defence expenditure in India 
is about 1 rupee 8 annas (2s. 3d.) per head 
annually. If the Indian States are taken 
into account it is 1 rupee 4 annas 
(1s. 10dd ). 


VAST FORCES OF EMPIRE 

“How can India, despite her dis- 
advantageous strategical] position, with het 
long and unguarded coast-line and long 
and“ dangerous land frontier, get off so 
cheaply? The reason is that the var* 
forces of the Empire are now being 
steadily built up and ready to come to her 
assistance.’’ 

The Secretary of the Defence Depart- 
ment then explained the enormous cost of 
modern aircraft, and stated that ave cost 
of the retention of 8} squadrons f the 
Indian Air Force was as much as India’s 
resources could stand. 

He declared that India, among 
all the nations of the world, was, 
in. the matter of defence, most 
fortunate and that, thanks to her 
association with the Empire, she 
was able to garner the fruits of 
peace.

SUGGESTION ON FRENCH

excellence, according to Dr. 
William Brown, Director. of the 
Institute of Experimental Psychology 
and Wilde Reader in Mental 
Philosophy at Oxford. Dr. Brown 
yesterday talked to the Psychological 
Section of the British Association at 
Nottingham about the mass hypno- 
tism of a nation, by which a timid 
crowd can be made into a powerful 
army. 

“There can be no doubt.” he said, 
“ that the methods adopted in Germany 
and Italy of attaining efficiency as a 
nation under individual leadership find «a 
great deal of support in modern 
psychology. It is a mistake to suppose 
that the followers in those countries are 
slaves copying their leader from a motive 
of fear or in cringing submission. 


FROM TIMIDITY TO POWER. 


“ Rather do their own self-assertive and 
aggressive tendencies become liberated in 
the process and their heightened enthusiasm 
and confidence in their leader make what 
might have been a timid panic-stricken 
crowd into a powerful army, race or 
nation. 

‘Therapeutic hypnotism properly con- 
ducted does the same thing for the 
individual. Hitler is the greatest psycho- 
therapeutist of a nation and he will go 
down in history as such.”’ 

Dr. Brown declared that almost any- 
body with care could hypnotise himself. 

In a “ population ”’ lecture Sir William 
Beveridge, the economist, predicted that 
bachelors in 1943 would be conscious of a 
shortage in the supply of spinsters—at 
least 50,000 short. About that time there 
would be a slump in marriages and the 
making of new homes. Sir William said 
that that would affect trades such as furni- 
ture makers and house builders,
